Since then, the 
five-man board in charge of the 
work, all Oklahomans, and the PWA, 
which must approve the appoint­ 
ment. have been at loggerheads over 
the selection of Wright’s successor.

To date, virtually nothing, measured in terms of expansion, 
except in a few special categories. 
American business is now 
just a little above the late August level immediately preceding

ing for the slight increase. 
Steel production, which soared to 
128 following outbreak of the war, is back to 65 per cent of mill 
capacity against 63 last August.

last week in August, the decline being merely seasonal.

MAKING SHIPS “WOODEN 
Newspaper readers must have noticed a conspicuous decline, in 
the ias£ fortnight, of mine disasters at sea. 
For a time the destruction 
of shipping, both belligerent and neutral, by mines increased so alarmingly 
that some persons wondered whether Germany might not win the block­ 


ade war after all. 
Perhaps improved organization of agencies devoted to prevention 
of mine sowing is partly responsible for the let-up, but there arg other 
possibilities. 
The Allies may have perfected a more effective defense 


weapon. 
Although the exact nature of the electric cable that encircled the 
ship Queen Elizabeth upon her arrival at New York is not known, scien­ 
tists have had no difficulty in determining its function. 
In one way or 
another it neutralizes the ship's polarity and frustrates the magnetic 
mines of the nazis. That is, it changes a steel vessel into.a wooden one 
so far as magnetic attraction is concerned. 
By poetic justice, the researches of the German mathematician 
Gauss are the basis foi the new mine defense employed by the Allies. 
It is known, for instance, that all steel ships acquire a slight magnetic 
force from the earth's field, with the bottom acting as a south pole and 
the superstructure as a north pole. 
The Germans made use of this 
phenomenon by deviling mines with magnetic triggers which were tripped 
when the bottom of a steel ship passed above. 
According to the experts, 
the British electric girdle neutralizes this force in one of two ways. 
It is possible, for instance, that a counter-clockwise current is sent 
through the cable, thus reversing the polarity so that the bottom of the 
ship becomes a north pole. 
That would prevent the mine trigger from 
tripping when the boat passed over it. But once the secret wras ievealed, 
there would be nothing to prevent the Germans from changing the 
polarity of the mines, or using both types. 
The other possibility is th at the cable carries an alternating cur­ 
rent, changing so rapidly th at the ship’s polarity is completely “scrambled” 
and nullified. 
In this case, if the process were perfected, all magnetic 


mines would be foiled. 
At any rate, the new girdle is an interesting step in a deadly game 
of give and take, of devising new offensive weapons and then new de­ 


fenses against them.

It was chosen as the burrowing 
device least liable to disturb th t 
surface while it bites its way under 
the city’s skyscraper-studded busi­ 
ness district. 
Burrows And Supports 
It has a double Job to do.

it must burrow.

time it must support the clay-lined 
tube th at it creates against the 
terrific pressure of the earth and 
the skyscrapers. 
This pressure can 
be calculated only in thousands of 
tons- 
Operated by hydraulic jacks, the 
shield is pushed ahead

LONDON. — Buckingham Palace, 
King George’s residence in the cent­ 
er of London, is today serving as 
the “ family home” for all the 
members of the royal family. 
This is at the direct request of 
King George, who feels that a

V tter from a man whose grandson 
«has diabetes. 
The gentleman was 
Mreatly disturbed for he was appar­ 
ently thinking that a child with dia­ 
betes can’t be expected to live long, 
¿h few years ago, this would have 
«been the case, but thanks to the dis- 
•’Wpvery of insulin, his grandson, if he 
b e ts proper treatment, should go on 
S&ing a normal life for many years. 
This particular letter isn’t 
th e = 
•only one I’ve had on diabetes and I 
children. 
Many have asked me to 
.explain the disease. 
V In order for a doctor to hurry out 
«smi sick calls or so that a workman 
«on dig ditches, or a child 
play 
games, the body has to burn fuel, 
¿ ¡a t like an engine. Our fuel is car­ 
bohydrate—starches, and s u g a r , 
*guch as bread, potatoes, rice sugars, 
and many others. Inside the body 
Uhese are all turned into a type of 
* sugar that the body can use to pro- 
gluce the energy. Diabetes is the dis- 
•oose that occurs when our 
bodies 
tcandot properly digest or use this 
-sugar. 
Of course, before the body can 
get any good out of a food, it must 
’Use it. If the food isn’t used, then 
tthere is danger that the food will 
‘be harmful. Down in the intestines, 
; digestive fluids go to work on the 
foods we eat and separate the use­ 
ful from the waste products. 
The 
llluids that do this work are manu- 
’factured in the pa acre as, a long^ 
ttongue-shaped organ situated be- 
Itlnd the stomach. Scattered about 
¿Ipside these pancreas are a number 
*mt small organs called 
Islands of 
*£angerhans. Their job is to man- 
ufacture a special substance which 
dissolves the sugars, and prepares 
¡them further for our consumption 
«by our systems. This substance is 
*<&Ued' insulin and it goes into the 
’Intestines with the other digestive 
fluids and there it transforms the 
Carbohydrates into a form in which 
'the body can readily use them, 
¡^ Diabetes is caused by the failure 
i«f these Islands of Lange rha ns to 
produce enough insulin. When in- 
lulin isn’t available, the carbohy­ 


drates cannot 
be 
used 
as 
they 
should. They pile up in the diges­ 
tive tract and leak out into the 
blood stream. Then the kidneys step 
in and try to filter the sugar out 
of the blood and when this happens 
we find sugar in the urine. Most of 
you know that this is one of the best 
known tests for diabetes—sugar in 
the urine. 
Actually, the kidneys 
are 
very 
good safety valves for this sugar for 
they get rid of it quite well. 
The 
trouble is that every day more and 
more sugars and starches are eaten 
by the patient and so no matter how 
hard the kidneys work, they cannot 
stop the system from being poisoned 
by the very material that should 
give the body fuel for energy. 
Since the body Isn’t receiving this 
fuel as it should, then the person’s 
appetite becomes greater and great­ 
er. In spite of all he eats, his appe­ 
tite isn’t satisfied because what he 
eats isn’t used by the system. 
So a child with diabetes will lose 
weight in spite of his huge appetite. 
A large appetite without a gain in 
weight is an important symptom. 
There is also an increased thirst, a 
red flush to the face, constipation, 
a melancholy 
feeling, 
drowsiness, 
weakness of vision, and finally un­ 
consciousness. Of course every pa­ 
tient doesn’t exhibit all these symp­ 
toms and some only appear after 
the victim has had the disease for 
a long time without treatment.

Applications 


Field Supervisor 1. J. Nealon of 
the emergency crop and feed loan 
section of the Farm Credit Admin­ 
istration will be in New Castle at 
10 a. m. at the post office build­ 
ing on March 18 for the purpose of 
accepting 
applications 
for 
these 
loans. 
These loans will be made, as in 
the past, only to farmers whose cash 
requirements are small and who 
c annot obtain a loan from any other 
source, including production credit 
association, banks or other private 
concerns or individuals. 
As in former years, the money 
loaned will be limited to the appli­ 
cant s necessary cash needs in pre­ 
paring and cultivating his 1940 crops 
or in purchasing or producing feed 
for his livestock. 
Borrowers who obtain loans for 
the production of cash crops are re- 


quired to give as security a first 
lien on the crop financed or. in th* 
case of loans for the purchase or 
production of feed for livestock, a 
first, lien on the livestock to be fed. 
Farmers interested in making ap­ 
plication for a loan may contact 
their county agent for further in­ 
formation, or write to I. J. Nealon 
Field Supervisor.
